FICIAL SALARIES-THE FEE 


BYSTKM DEHOTJHCED. 


We think tfatt time will show that 


the passage of tbe so-called Pownmit 
Balary bill WAS a step in the right di 
rectiob, and will result in greater 
good to tbe people that any bill 
•which passed the last Legislature. 
We are reminded of it at this time by 
the reading of a> lecture which was 
delivered Wednesday niubt, the 12th, 
in tbe Union League Theatre, Ne* 
York, before the Yonne Men s Dim- 
ocratio Clnh, bv Mr David Dudley 
Field, on "Just Compensation for 
Official Services in the City and 
County of New York." The lecturer 
first stated the enormna sums that 
are being paid oat yearlV to tbe dif 
ferent city, State and federal otUiials 
in that city, and tLen pointed out 
several rules which, if put in opera- 
tion, he thought would effectually 
Stop tbe prevailing extravagmce 
The fee system was denounced in the 
strongest possible terms, and some 


cut ion or otber process, and on every 
deed left for record aud on every r«q 
uisiiion for a search.

Every dollar paid 


I>y tbe government i>f city, State or 
nation comes out of our pockets, 
directly or indirectly 
No man csn 


escape the payment who hires a 
house or a room, or wears a coat or 
ents a meal. It is not the landlord, 
it,is not the rich man who p«yn the 
taxes in tbe long run, but be who 
eats, drinks, woa.* clothes and tind» 
shelter 
All tbe citizens, then, neb 


and poor alike, have an interest in 
redtirinfir tbe public burdens to the 
lowest practicable limit. It is for 
getfnluess of these truths which ha* 
led to so much wasUful expenditure. 


In political science there are tw< 


schools—on«* which teaebes th«t the 
State should do the le >st possible and 
the other that it should do th« most 
This club, no donbt, belongs to tbt 
former, and wi«h reason, as I think 
The province of the State is to pro 
teot rights, or. as it has been some 
times expressed, to keep the peace 
We bold as self evident truths that 
men have inalienable rights to life 
liberty and tbe pursuit of Imppinesx, 
aud "that to secure those rights gov 
ernmentsare instituted arnonK men.1' 
To spend money to extract it from 
the people, that it may be spent for 
otber objects, is as contrary to tbe 
principled we profess as it is ruinous 
in consequences.

A third inle in tn give to nil the 


servants of the pity deBniie tf-rms ot 
service, so far as possible. This rule 
wonld teud to reduce the rate of com 
pensation, because meu will work fin 
lens if they can be »ure of a danible 
service, and wonld also tend to make 
the 'men more attentive to their 
dnties, becanoe relieved of aniiety 
ab«ut »hat in to come. A tixe.il raif 
of compensation is inconsistent with 
fees.

The amonnt col 
lected b\ direct and indirect taxation 
and paid into the county tren»nries 
for connty purposes was $1.010.000 
showing a tax per capita of nearly 
twenty dollars for every man, woman 
aud child ID the State, to srjppnrl 
county governments alone. Tbe re 
port of tbe las Orand Jury of Storey 
county shows that the expenses of 
maintaining the connty government 
for the year 1878 was C209.502 92 
The average expenses of tbe State 
government per year, including tbe 
Legislator*, salaries, incidents! ex 
penseti, support of State Prison, 
orphans, deaf, dnmb, blind and in- 
*aoe. is but #300,000. A comparison 
of tbe fees and emoluments received 
by t be officers of that connty, for the 
past two years, as shown in this 
Orand Jury report, with the salaries 
of Stute officers for the same space of 
time, may be found instructive: 


to pay tbe current expenses, made np 
mostly of fees paid to county iitBot-rn. 
All officers should he paid liberally 
but not exoibitantly for service* tun 
dered 
It is urged that ii is difficult 


if not impossible to frame a fee bill 
that would give n fair compensation 
to all county officers in the State;

•*te the Sheriff of Storey County. 
wonld no i keep the Sheriff of Nye 
County from starvation. If such is 
t be fact I would recommend the 
passage of a law salary ing all county 
officers, and in the case of the* Sheriff, 
providing, in addition, for a mileage 
fee sufficient only to pay bis trav- 
elling expenses 
With snvh a law 


and tbe creation of a fund out ol 
which salaries ihonld be paid, an» 
with adequate provision so that sala- 
ries would be paid in coin, it would 
in many instances, be better for the 
"fleers themselves, for the reason 
that th«v now reoeivc pay for services 
rendered tbe countv in depreciated 
script, ranging at from thirty to eight) 
ueuts ou the dollar in the market. 
whii'h they are obliged to sell, thus 
realizing but a fmciion 01 the large 
lees allowed, which the oonoty has 
ultimately to pay in full. 
Each del 


egation can rertaiulv determine what 
would be a fair compensation to then 
county officers, if paid in tbe shape 
of » ua'ary." 


If legislators think that is an im 


plied contract between tbe oltlor- 
Mid tbe people, that the 
offictrf 


should receive for the term for which 
i hey have bein elected the fees und 
emoluments given to their officers by 
law at the tiue of their election, thet 
ran nt least provide for remedying this 
evil at the close of tbe terms of the 
present incumbents. 


If that is done, the taxpayers will 


see som« promise of relief in tin 
future; aud as no one has a franchise 
on an office, or any certainty that In 
will succeed himself, nona con 1.1 with 
justice claim to be injured by such 
legislation. 


There wat a gre it deal of opposition 


to the passage of the Salary bill, es- 
pecially in the Assembly, it required 
ceaseless watching, and constant per- 
suasion, to secure for it the necessary 
number of votes. Pos«ibly it mat 
not be perfect in all its details; if 
nut, the next Legislature can correct 
th« defects 
Bat the principal ban 


been established, and Nevada will 
never return to tbe pernicious fee 
system.

discouraged by tbe unpromising out- 
look thai, with few exceptions, they 
have stopped plowing ami all other 
arrangements looking to the taising 
of crops 
The cattle men are also be 


nomiog alarmed, lest tbe grncs crop 
should prove aliu<%t • total failure 
The outlook la indeed serious. There 
is yet time bafore the final close of 
the Winter season for the usual fail of 
rain and enow, but the iudioa' ions are 
nut at all favorable for any change 
in tbe present HUH weather 
March 


and April were the severest of our 
Winter months 
Should the present 


fair weather continue three waeka 
longer, a disastrous i Iron to ninsr ns 
suredly overtake the entire State; 
nothing io an agricultural or cattle 
raising way pan be done in Nevada 
without water.— Eureka. Smtinel.
